‘Tux attack made on the Franco- 
Russian Alliance by Mr. Jaurts and 
his Radical colleagues in the French 
Chamber, and the fact that M. Del- 
cassé’s defence of it was based en- 
tirely on witude for what it has 
done for France in the past, not on 
any recognition of its present value, 
give an added value to Mr, Laurence 
Jerrold’s article on ‘the alliance in 
the December issue of Murray's ever- 
welcome “Monthly Review.” It may 
be noted, before we come to the 
article itself, that very great dissatis- 
faction with the alliance has been 
arouséd in France by the fact that, 
in the face of hundreds of millions of 
French savings that have been lent 
to Russia, nearly all the Russian 
orders for war materials and sbips 
are being given to Germany. That 
money lent by France to her ally 
should be spent by that ally in Ger- 
many is an injury which it is hard to 
pear and impossible not to resent. 
Russia is having.a new fleet built 
abroad, and to France is allotted one 
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cruiser with a few torpedo-boats, on 
which the profit is a mere trifle. 
This is the point that appeals to the 
monied classes in France; to the 
Socialists, who are much more 
idealists than those who are above 
them in worldly rank, the point is the 
brutal treatment of their brother 
workiog-men who went to the Czar 
to beg him to listen to their grie- 
vances, The protest of M. Jaurés, 
“We will not be longer allied with 
murderers “expresses the real feeling 
of men who have achieved freedom 
for themselves and canuot bear tu 
see itagain denicd with such bar- 
barism to their comrades, 

The title of Mr. Jerrold’s article is 
“Russia, England, and M. Joseph 
Prudhomme.” —_ It is not in the 
Paris papers that French public 
opinion must be sought, or at the 
Quai d'Orsay. “The real authority 
to consult is Monsieur Juseph Prud- 
homme, He is not dead; he never 
was more alive than now, since he 
was created by Henry Monnier, and, 
having been enrolled in the National 
Guard. and having gict his sabre 

about him, uttered those memorable 

words: ‘This sabre is the proudest 
day of my existence, and I will wie'd 
it at the peril of my life to defend 
the Constitution of my country, or, 
if needful, to overthrow it.’ ‘There 
is now no National Guard, and the 
very word ‘Constitution’ in French 
has an early nineteenth-century 
flavour about it. But M. Joseph 

Prudhomme still possesses an admir- 

able genius for summing up in gems 

of rhetoric the voices of his country- 
men. Every true son of French soil 

is in moments first cousin to M. 

Joseph Prudhomme. If we record 

how M. Joseph Prudhomme’s views 
«toward England and Russia have 

altered in the last two years, the 
birth and growth of the Enlente 

Cordiale, and the weakening hold of 

the Franco-Russian alliance on 

popular French feeling, will be ex- 

lained.” It may be noted that M. 
rudhomme represents something 
between “John Bull” and “‘I'he Man 
in the Street.” 

King Edward's visit to Paris in 
April 1903 is the first of M. Prud- 
homme’s three “landmarks in the 
recent tide of events.” When it 
was announced that the King was 
coming, the English residents in 
Paris were seriously alarmed, for the 
English were most unpopular in 
Parisat the time. “Upto the very 

* morning ofthe King’s arrival there 
was no sign that the Parisian work- 
man would not go forth and die for 
the Idea—that is to eay, throw an egg, 
or otherwise ‘manifest,’ and be lock- 
ed up.” To the delighted aston- 
ishment of all the Enylish residents 
the King had a most cord:al re- 
ception as he drove down the 

Champs Ely-ées from the station 

of the Avenye du Bois de 

Boulogne, early on 9 sunny after 








noon. The English, and especially the 
correspondents, felt sure that some- 
thing untoward must be brewing; 
but “the King , and it was 
«Vive Edouard!’ all the way. One 
walked home, and everybody out 
for the night was asking ‘everybody 
else, ‘ As-tu vu Edouard?’ Then we 
knew that the peace ot Europe was 
safe, and the Entente 1 diale 
cemented.”

There is nothing disloyal or un- 
generous in the grest chanye of 
feeling that has occurred in France, 
The Russ‘an alliwece undonbtedly 
helped France to regain her position 
in Europe, but Russia has been more 
than fully paid, and she has shown 
no loyalty to France. St. Petersburg 
has for years been the centre of 
intrigues against :ke Republican Gov- 
erament. “Officiant Russian .socioty 
was a great deal more actively 
royalist than the Due d'Orléans, and 
especially more Bonapartist than 
Prince Victor, whose one dread in 
life is that he will be harried aw. y 
from his homely fireside in Belgium 
and bullied into being a conspirator 
malgré lui... At one time, in fuct, 
the Russian Embas<y in Paris was 
bringing in Prince Louis Bonap ute 
from the Russian army to put’ him 
on the throne of France, but it never 
came off. Now, M Joseph Pruadkomme 
may, or may not, desire to shoot ML. 
Combes, or other Frenchm-n m 
poser, but he naturally obj-ors i 
any exse to ousiders taking aim 
first.

RUSSIA'S FORLORN 
HOPE. 


Ist February. 

Tue Russians who know the real 
situation in the Far East, and among 
them the paroled officers from Port 
Arthur, do not hesitate to express the 
forlorn hope that they will drag 
England into the conflict, and so 
“save their face.” It is a noticeable 
fact, and at the same time it is a 
natural consequence of the chivalry 
which the Japanese have displayed 
throughout the struggle, that among 
these officers generally there is no 
bitterness against Japan. “ Japan,” 
they say, “fairly conquered the Liao- 
tung Peninsula from China, and we 
forced her to give it up; it is only 
natural that che should have deter- 
mined to recover it at any cost. But 
n,” they add, “is not our enemy, 
and it is not against her that we are 
fighting ; our real enemy is England. 
In our last war with Turkey we 
advanced almost within sight of 
Constantinople, and England’ made 
us go back. We have not forgotton 
that, and it has made England our 
unforgivable enemy.” As soon as the 
war party in Russia found that the 
Japanese were too strong for them 
both on sea and land, they deter- 
mined to use this latent hatred of 
England as their forlorn hope, and 
over and over again since last spring 
endeavours have been made to so 
incense England that she will break 
off relations with Russia. The seizure 
of English steamers by the Volunteer 
cruisers, the sinking of the Knight 
Commander and “the  Hipsang, 
the detention of the Calchas at 
Vladivostock, the seizure of the 
Allanton on her way to a neutral 
port, the preferential treatment 
accorded to German steamers, and 
the Dogger Bank outrage, ‘were 
all parts of the design to provoke 
England. ‘They have failed beenece 
the Western Powers generally agreed 
from the first that the war should be 
localised. Having driven the Russian 
people into revolt, the reactionaries, 
who are the war party in Russia, 
have made use of the revolt to 
provoke England as much as possible, 
Placards have been issued by the 
police, and kept up and reissued in 
spite of the British Ambassador's 
protests and the Czar’s promises, 
declaring that the leaders of the 
revolt are in British pay ; and at last 
an attempt has been made to cut 
down the British Consul-General and 
Proconsul in the streets of Warraw,

STOESSEL'S SURRENDER. 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Onrwa Datty News.” 
S1m,—Whethor Dr. Morrison’ 
be correctly given or not, it 
time now for English newspapers to 
publish what Russians aro saying openly : 
that the capitulation of Port Arthur 
in'a soandal ; that there was no Council 
of War beforehand, as reported at length 
and with many pretty touches, but that 
Stianol made his ancouncement, and the 
other Generals wore 0 dumbfounded 
they could say nothing. But a week 
before, Goneral Stéssel had written to 
General Kuropatkin that all was well, 
perfectly well; so Kuropatkin 
mind may be better imagined tl 
scribed. Not one General but many are 
said to have wopt at Port Arthur when 
the fatal truth was forced home 
upon them. And the soldiers were 50 
enraged, that Stissel never took 
formal leave of them. For months 
Russians from Port Arthur have been 
relating how, when the English papers 
did get in, all describing Stdasel ax a 
hero, men there felt in despair. He, 
thoy knew, had done nothing but confuse 
things and write and speak bombasti- 
cally. Smyrnoff was on the ramparts 
at night, Smyrnoff was risking his 
life superintending everything, Smyrnof 
who with othors, asa protest, has gone 
‘asa prisoner to Japan. It is not wonder- 
ful, however, that foreign newspapers 
have beon misled, for no.word of mildest 
criticism of General Stissel has ever! 
eon allowed to pass the censorship of 
Port Arthur, and get into the outer 
world. But it is hard that Smyrnoff, a 
Bussian hero of the good old school, as 
it would appear, should be denied ‘his 
mood of prait 
‘When all the truth is known we shall 
probably hear of other reasons for sur- 
render.

‘This portion of the Chinese yoar ap- 
pears to have beeu quite disastrous to 
several native banks here, especially 
those owned by Cantonese, as it is report- 
od that two of the Iargost of those havo 
eon compelled to suspend payment, 
the first with liabilities said to amount 
to over ‘Tis. 1,800,000, and the second 
‘Tis. 700,000, odd. Another Cantonoso 
Bank it is feared, will in consequence 
find difficulty in tiding over the Chinese 
yout, which is now so closely approaching 
its ond, Besides the above financial 
disasters it is stated that ono of tha 
Inrgest and best-known native _gold- 
‘smith shops in the International Settle- 
in difficulties owing to its 
‘business manager having dabbled in 
exchange in connection with toa and 
silk, whereby ho has failed, involving no 
Joss'a sum than Tis, 300,000. There are 
also other failuros in the air, which it is 
premature to notice at present. 


‘Industry in the Imperial Palaces. 
‘A Poking correspondent states that tho 
Empress Dowager was lately so much 
pleased with sowing machine, which 
had been presented to her by somo- 
also uadertook to show the 
Various kinds of delicate needle work the 
machine was capable of doing with easo, 
that her Majosty has ordered three more 
machines to be purchased, as also

In pursuance of the regulations in- 
augurated by the late Viceroy Li Hsing- 
jui of Nanking, that all important cases 
between Chinese aud foreigners through- 
‘out the Liangkiang provinces ehould be 
placed on record in the archives of the 
newly-established Chief Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs for the Liangkiang pro- 
vinces in Nanking, H. E. Viceroy Chou 
Fu has instructed Yuan Taotai of this 
port to sond a detailed list of all such 
Eases as have passed through his hands, 
whether settled or otherwise. We unde: 
stand that Yuan 
for this purpose, 
of correspotidence relative to the recent 
jection from the Inter 1 Sottle- 
ent by the Municipal Council of the 
Ch‘ou Fang Chi, or “ Office to Raise Funds 
(by taxos) for Provincial Defence,” which 
had been allowed to remain in the Settle- 
mont during the past many years, until 
quite lately, and also all “documents 
relative to the Bund Tragedy ease. Any- 
one wishing in the future to learn about 
matters that have happened between 
Chinese and foreigners in the Liangkiang 
provinoos will find his Iabourg greatly 
simplified by the now regulations. 


Reorganising the Imperial Navy. 
Wo learn from a Poking dispatch that 
the Throne has approved of a joint me- 
morial by their Exceliencies Yuan Shib- 
k‘si and Chou Fu, Imperial High Commis- 
ore, respectively, of the Peiyang and 
Nanyang (North and South) Defence 
‘Administrations, recommending theam: 
gamation of the Peiyang and Nanyang 
squadrons and placing the two under the 
sole executive control of H. E, Admiral 
Yeh Chu-kuei (one of Rear Admiral Sir 
Richard Tracy’s old pupils in the Foo- 
chow Naval school, and during the latter 
part of the seventies an honoraty sub- 
lieutenant in the British Mediterranean 
fleet), Commander-in-Chief of the Peiyang 
Squadron, and nominally, Commander 
chief of the Kuangtung Provincial Navy. 
It is also suggested that no new vessels 
be purchased from abroad until after the 
crews of the two squadrons have been 
properly drilled and the requisite number 
of Naval officers have completed their 
studies, both technical and practical, to 
fit them tc take command of vessels. It 
1s therefore recommended that only two 
colloges be built, one for naval cadets 
‘and the other for naval engineers, each 
province to furnish a number of youths 
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to study in these colleges, while the naval 
schools now existent in various provinces 
shall be closed amd the best fitted of 
their inmates be sent to join either of 
the two colleges al For a 
training squadron, the Nanyang cruisers, 
now in commission, may possibly be 
selected, while the modern Peiyang 
cruisers will be used as the “finishing 
ground” of tho graduates of these two 
colleges. With a properly instructed com- 
plement of naval officers and engineors 
and well-drilled crews to be added to 
each year, China may then think of 
building in her naval dockyards, or 
causing to be built abroad, ships 

of the most modern and best typ. 
able for her seas and harbours—but not 
before that. Itisto be hoped that this 
lnttor suggestion of the Viceroys will also 
bo approved of by the Throne, although 
there may bé some demur on the part 
of the more ignorant of the Imperial 
advisors.

Governor Tuan Fang hi 
ing left this province, his successor, 
Yuan-ting, should have taken them over, 
Dut this he has apparently refused to do 
aud so the former has had to send for 
them to be used in Hunan. 
Arming for Self Protection. 

It is stated in Chinese newspapers 
published in the North that the Mongol 

rinces and nobles of the tribes to the 
north of Jého have asked for and obtained 

















from the Peiyang Admisistration a num- 
ber of modern rifles and sufficient am- 
munition, in order to protect themselves 
against the raids of mounted bandits, 
acting in conjunction with the Russians, 
from whom the Mongols have lately 
been greatly suffering, the raiders carry- 
ing off a large number of cattle and 
horses belonging to the Imperial herds, 
which are under the special oare of these 
Mongol tribesmen. An apex] to General 
Ma Yi-k‘un has also been made for a 
body of foreign-modelled cavalry to assist 
the Mongol princes. 


A Manchurian City besieged by 
Bandits. 








‘The same papers state that two 


Mongol 
desperadoes, named Wa-la-chi-pai and 
Yin Ta-lai have lately joined their bands 
to those of the notorious mounted bandits 
‘Tu Li-tse and Hai Sha-tso and have been 











to send troops to disperse the bandits. 
Instead, the troops were defeated and 
chased into Changwabsien, which is now 


closely besieged by the’ desperadoos. 
Fortunately the magistrate had time to 
telegraph to Heiumintun for aid befo 
the bandits had out down the wire, and a 
large body of Military police are being 
sent to relieve the besieged city. ‘The 
strength of the Mongol aud Manchurian 
bandits is estimated at about a thousand 
well-armed and well-mounted men. 


The New Governor-designate of

H. E. Yang Shih-hsiang, ° Provincial 
Treasurer of Chihli, is still in Paoting, 
according to a Tientsin dispatch. It ap- 
pears that his Excellency was to leave 
Paoting for Chinan, Shantung, on the 22nd 
of January, but that owing to the desire 
of Viceroy Yuan Shih-k‘ai to consult with 
him on certain important matters, the 
Mew Govornor-desigaate of Shantung 
will'not be able to leave for his post 
until the end of ebruary.

The d force assembled 
at the gaol and from thence marched to 
the Yangtsepoo creek, where the infantry 
extended and awaited the attack. The

the state of the country prevented them 
from getting within 1,800 yards of the 
creek. The Maxims with the defenders 
took up their position on the south bank 
of Yangtsepoo Creek. The attackers 
were commanded by Captain Keylock. 
Major Wedemeyer was to have taken com- 





mand .of the. defence, but to 
accident on Saturday the command de- 
volved st short notice upon Captain Mar- 
shall. The attack pushed rapidly for 
ward from the point at which the men 
disombarked, until, when the Yangtsepoo 
Crook was reached they suddenly came 
upon the defenders, and hot engege- 
ment followed. “A” Co., which advanced 
along the banks of a creck running at 
right angles to the Yangtsepoo Creek, 
suddenly found itself under fire from 9 
Maxim. Tho men took refage under one 
of the embankments, only to find thei 
solves enfiladed by the Germans on their 
right. The attack soon became general 
all aloug the line. On the defenders’ 
right a Maxim was captured; the main 
attack being made on that side, whil 
feint was made at their left, which caused 
ntrate in that direction, 
right somewhat at the 
enemy. At one stage of 
forces got a0 close to each 
Chief Umpire had to sus- 
pend operations and order the defending 
infantry to retire. 

Taking them all round the operations 
wont offvery well. Tho day was rather 
cold and the extreme softness of the 
ground hampered the Light Horse and 
Artillery in their movements.

Lecture on Negative Making. 

The following is the toxt of an inter- 
resting lecturedelivered by Mr. D. Mennio 
before the Amateur Photographic Society 
in the Union Church Hall on Wednesday, 
the 25th of January :— 

So much has been said and written on 
the art of negative making that it seems 
scarcely possible to say anything now 
or interesting concerning this important 
pro.ess, but from the number of bad 
negatives in existence it seems that the 
innumerable articles published in the 
various text-books have been somewhat 
in vain. 

‘The first and most important con- 
sideration in negative making is exposure. 
‘A perfect negative is the normal ‘result 
of correct exposure and development. 
The factors which influence exposure 
‘are so numerous that it is impossible 
to lay down any fixed rule for estimat- 
ing correct exposure. Experience is the 
best guide. The beginnér should 
to one brand of plate and one developer 
until he thoroughly masters the pecu- 
liarities of each. 

‘The second process in negative making 
‘and that which chiefly concerns us to- 
night is development. The keynote to 
successful development lies in the intel. 
ligent modification of the active cons 
tuents of the developer, and the proper 
adjustment of development to exposure, 
Whatever developer the beginner decides 
to adopt he should thoroughly understand 
the action of the various constituents of 
the developer. The ability to control 
results constitutes skill in development.

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THE TRIAL OF MR. 
H. B. COLLINS.

‘The trial of Mr. H. B. Collins began

District Court before Judge Danno and

instructions of the Court to’ act for 
defence. (It may be remarked that in 
the case of an accused. charged with 
jozai, a grave crime, who is unable oF 
disinclined to employ counsel the Court 
may appoint: a lawyer to. act for the 
purpose. Compensation for such counsel 
will be borne by the Court). 

The Court sat at 10.30 a.m., when the 
presiding Judge declared the opening 
of the trial of Mr. H. B. Collins, who 
js charged with having infringed the 
regulations with regard to military 
secrets. 

The Court conducted a proj

examination, in the course of which the 
feoused stated that he is a British sub- 
foot and was born in Hongkong. Ho 
$s 40 years old and was residing at No. 
179, Yamashite-cho, 


Yokohama, when 
he was arrested, parents died in 
Yokohama soine years go. 

‘The Public Procurator made an ad- 
dress to the Court to the effect that tl 
f‘ceused arrived at Yokohama accom- 

ied by his parents ‘when he was an 
infant. In 1898, he went to China aud 
thence to Port Arthur, where he was 
employed by a firm. After the outbreak: 
‘of the war, be removed to Tientsin in 
Sune, 1904, when ho received instruc- 
tions from Colonel Ogorodinkoff to pro- 
eéed to Japan to act as a spy. At tho 
fame time, the accusedireceived from the 
Russian a thousamd dollars 
addressed . to Major- 
General Dessino residing in Shang- 
In July, accused — mot 
the Russian Genoral at Shanghai 
when he promised to act as a spy in 
Japan. Having been ordered by Major- 
General Dossino to make communication 
by letter and telegram in cipher, the 
sacused made 8 copy of the cipher from 
f book shown him by the General, On 
the 18th of the same month, the accused 
arrived at Yokohama and put up at the 
Hotet de Paris, No. 179, Yemashita-cho 
‘and subsequently he employed himself in 
attempting to discover Japanese military 
secret The accused wrote a letter on 
24th October, addressed to Major-Ge- 
neral Dessino, in which he communicated 
in cipher the date of the departure of 
Japanese troops, their number, destina- 
tiga, and purpose, otc., which were 
regarded as secrets by tho Japanese 
military authorities. On the 29th of the 
same month, he posted thit iter. It 
was found, however, by the military post 
inspectors at Nagasaki and confiscated. 
For this crime the evidence against the 
‘accused was sufficient. The Public Pro- 
gurator asked the Court to close the 
doors when the trial should reach such a 
stage ae to disturb the public perce.

‘After the conclusion of the address, 
the Court examined the accused. 
latter stated that about 8 or 9 ye 
ago bo left Yokohama for Shanghai. 
Th Yokohama, he was engaged in various 
ways. His object in leaving Yokohama 
Was simply to sock a fortune in Shang- 
hai, Ho was in Shanghai for about 4 or 
5 years, after which he removed to Port 
‘Arthur, where he resided for 3 years. 
Daring his stay there he was employed by 
several Russian firms: On the bth or 
6th of March, he left Port Arthur for 
Tientsin where; in June, he met Colonel 
Ogorodinkoff of the Russian Army. ‘The 
Ressian officer instructed him to pro- 
ceed to Japan, to ascertain military 
secrets and to communicate them to him 
or Major-General Dessino at Shanghai. 
The accused received a thousand dollars 
from Colonel Ogorodinkoff and a letter 
recommending him to Major-General 
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Dessino. +The accused, however, was in 
timately acquainted with Major-Genora! 
‘Dessino when they were residing at Port 
Arthur before the outbreak of the war. 
General Dessino gave him two kinds of 
cipher in July. One of them was assigned 
for use by letter and the other for t 

grams, and the Russian General ordered 
the accused to dispatch telegrams to 
Colonel Ogorodinkoff, but letters to him. 


Tho Court showed accused Exhibits 
which are copies of code-words, and 
the latter replied : ““ Yes these are ciphers 
copied from a book of General Dessino.” 
For telegram words, the names of various 
merchandise were employed to represent 
places in Japan and places at the front 
where Japanese ‘armies were coucernod.

For 
three long hours we tramped, and then 
he pointed with his finger to the leaden 
river flowing throngh the valley at our 
foot, and we saw smoke slowly ascending 
from a hollow where there were groves 
of bamboo and banyans, and we knew 
that a village was down there. As w 
‘approached tho village gates, tho inbabi- 
tants, who had probably never scen a for- 
sgner before—mon, women, and children— 
swarmed forth. Our horror may be under- 
stool, however, when wo saw that almost 
‘all—men, worn, and children—wore 
covered with .small-pox, in the ial 
stage, or the developed stage, or the 
attainment of loathsome maturity. No 
‘one appeared to mind, It may easily be 
goon that wo were not anxious to lodge 
thore that night. 

We now discovored that though wo had 
reached the river, our boat was anchored 
down the river some twenty miles away. 
We espied a long “ snake,” which is used 
in South China beciuso it is swiftly and 
easily propelled, tied to the roots of « 
banyan troe, at the river's side, and we 
dotermined to commandeer it and con- 
tinge our unknown voyage down the 
‘At first the natives domarrod, but, 
as before, 
stacles, and one of the natives, fortunate- 
ly feoo from small-pox, agrond to ac- 
company us, In thislong, ky 
boat we tdok our seats—rather into it we 
scrambled, for there were no seats, and 
it was too shallow for ono to be seated if 
there were.

water did.

Darkness settled down upon us, tho au-

Wo whirled suddenly around an elbow of 

the river, and saw our boat at anchor not 

more than a hundred yards away, and 
hoard the clock striking nine.

We found, as we scrambled on board, 
our Chinese “boy” sitting comfortably 
fo his master’s chair, reading a Chinese 
tract ; he rose to greet usand receive us, 
‘as if he wore the host receiving guests. 
There was little boot in upbraiding him, 
for in any case ho had had the best of it. 
‘Whilst our “ boy” was preparing us some 
steaming hot coffee, one of usfell fast a- 
sleep. At three o'olock in the morning a

GENERAL STOESSEL. 


Frox tae “Jara Dany Mart,” 
‘Lt.-Colonel Tsunoda, who accom} 
General Stoessel to Port Arthur after 
the General’s interview with Nogi on the 
5th instant, says that Stossel asked for 
itiformation as to the whereabonts of 
Kuropatkin. ‘Tsunoda replied that he 
could not be snre, but he thought that 
Tashan near Mukden was Kuropatkin’s 
prosont quarters. Stoessel then explained 
that his last letter from Kuropatkin had 
been dated the 6th of October, and: in 
it the assumption of the offensive was 
announced as well as the writer’s inten- 
tion of pashing southward. Naturally 
this intelligence was received with much 
satisfaction, but day after day brought 
no farther news. Thon a Chinese spy 
reported that Kuropatkin had got ss far 
as Yingzhintso, wl south of Nan- 
shan. ‘This indicated the imminent re- 
Tio of the fortress, and again and 
again Stossel consulted his maps, 
following in imagination the course of 
Kuropatkin’s march. ‘Tsunoda explained 
that Kuropatkin had actually assumed 
the offensive, but that he had been ro- 
pulsed with ‘a loss of fifty or sixty 
Zhonsand men. Stoessel then asked sbout 
the Baltic Fleot, but of course Tsunoda 
could not tell anything certain, He 
knew only that the Fleet was said to 
have the Cupe of Good Hope. 
«What on earth can they bo doing ?” 
criod Stossel, as well he might. Asked 
by Tsanoda what the besieged had found 
tost formidable in the attrek, Stoessel 
‘emphasised the immensely des- 
teactive effects of the 28-cont. guns. Ho 
declared tliat theso weapons had destroy- 
‘a all the defences. For his own part ho 
had always beow opposed to 
of such aduirable communications as 
those existing between Dalny and Port 
Arthur. He had pointed out to Sakaroff 
the unwisdom of such means of transit 
should Port Arthue ever be invested with 
Dalny for basis. But no a 
been paid to his warnings, and it might 
now be said that Sakaroff himself had 
naaled the fato of the fortress. He went 
on to explain that he bimsolf had bo 
opposed to the war. experiences in 
tho North-China campaign had shown 
him that the best troops ther in the 
field were the Japanese and the Russi 
under his own orders. No other truops 
Could compare with them, and he had 
deprecated the grest unwisdom of @ com- 
bat botween such armies. People alleged 
that Alexeieff had been in favour of this 
‘There could be no greater mistake 
Aloxeioff had been commander. 
Russians in the Peking expedition of 
“dhe had then learned the value of 
the Japanese as fighting men.» Therefore 
war with them had been the last thing he 
desired. It was to the ignorance of the 
St. Petersburg officials that the failure 
to effect a peaceful settlement must bo 
attributed. Stoessel added that he had 
been for five years in Port Arthur. Fle 
had commanded the Third Division of 
the Third Army, troops on which ho 
conld thoroughly rely. Bat the Third 
‘Army bad been sent north, and 
would gladly haye sceompanied

been obliged to remain at Port Arthur 
with the Fourth and the Seventh Divisions. 
When the Japaneso made their first attack 
on Port Arthur, the naval attack of 9th 
February, the garrison was much alarmed. 
‘There were then only two or three thousand 
men in the place, and the defences were 
far from completion either in, the sea- 
front or on the land side. ‘Thereafter the 
utmost diligence had been exercised to 
place the fortress in a proper condition, 
but it could not be said that the work 
had been fully carried out when tho 
investment began. General Kondrachenko 
had been the life and, soul of these de- 
fensive preparations, and bis death was a 
terrible blow. He fell on tho 3rd. of 
December in the East Chikuanshan Fort. 
A council of war was being held there, 
when a Japanese shell struck the pla 
and killed a number of mon, among them 
the brave and competent General. 
Stoessel concluded by saying that he had 
been wounded three times in his life, 
once in each war where he had fought. 
He had now done his duty to his country 
and he intended to spend the rest of his 
Gays in peaceful retirement. Kuro- 
patkin was an old friend of his. They 
fiad boon school-mates, and it pained him 
very much to thin: of the dificult posi 
Yow in which Kurvpatkin uow found 
himself.
